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Thk   new   ministerial    project   for  guar- 
anteeing tlie  liypiitheciiry  note  emission  of 
credit  fonder  banks  under  the  law  of  1884, 
is  now  under  discussion    in   the  Chamber, 
The  bill  jnuvides  for  a  guarantee  of  5  per 
ttwt  on  tiic  hypothecary  notes  Issued,  hmits 
llie  aggregate  capital  of  the  banks   to  2,'^,- 
000,000$,  classifies  then!  in  districts,  limits 
the  interest  on   loans  to   planters  at  7  per 
cent,  reserves  the  selection  wf  the  president 
of  each   bank   to  the  government,    permits 
loans  in  casli  or  bills,   limits    dividends  to 
10  per  cent,  authorizes  loans  on  real  estate, 
agricultural  machinery,  growing  crops,  live 
stock,  etc.,  sets  apart  all  emancipation  taxes 
for  llie  payment  of  these  guarantees,  permits 
the  government  to  invest  the  special  fmids 
(orplians'  fimd,  savings  bank  deposits,  etc.) 
at  its  disposal  in    these   hypothecary  notes, 
and   makes  the  same   notes  legal   security 
deposits.      A  very  superficial    examination 
iiiight    to    be   sufhcient    to  show  that  this 
project   is   crude,    unjust    and    dangerous. 
Its  sole  purpose  is  to  favor  and  aid  a  class 
which   has  enjoyetl  every   advantage,    priv- 
ilege and  aid  that  it  has  been  in  the  power 
of  the  government  to  confer.      This  cia.ss 
liolds  nearly  all  the  best  lands  available  lor 
settlement,  has  legally  enjoyed  all  the  ad- 
vanl;ig(;H   that  could   be  wrung   out   of  the 
instiiiitioii    of   slavciy,    has    possesscii    the 
government,    most  of  the  jirofessions  and 
every  advantage  arising  from   political  and 
social   position,  and  still    enjoys  every  ad- 
vantage  which    special   laws,  position    and 
wealth  can  confer.     And  yet,  through  im- 
providence, negligence  and  vicious  habits, 
it  has  wasted  ihe  monej'  lavished   upon  it, 
and  is  always  a  chronic  beggar  for  further 
favors.     Now  ihat  the  way  has  been  opened 
for  the  poor  free  laborer  to  gain   a   home 
and  position  in  this  country,  it  is   clearly 
unjust   to    handicap  him    and   ta."c   hitn   in 
order  to  confer  lurthcr  favors  on  worthless, 
improvident  men.     An  active,  enterprising 
planter  does  not    want   such  help;  he  asks 
only  for  free  markets,  cheap  tran.sportation 
and  a  sound  currency.    Besides  all  tins,  one 
of  the  great  needs  of  the  country  is  a  sound 
uniform  banking  system,  and   this  will  be 
fatally  prejudiced   by   the  creation  of  these 
guaranteed  [:/'c^////(?W(:;VrinsliU]tions.   There 
are  merchants,  shop-keepers,  manufacturers 
and    laborers    in    this   country   as    well  as 
planters,  and  they  have  just  as  good  a  right 
to   special    favors   as    this   privileged  class. 
A  banking  system   which   will  be  benelicial 
to   all    is   what  Brazil  most  needs,  and  we 
trust  the  good  sense  of  the  government  and 


The  complaints  published  in  this  and  lb 
preceding  numbers  of  The  News  bring  up 
a  question  which  merits  the  serious  atten- 
tion of  the  government.  It  is  not  a  new 
vexation  that  is  complained  of,  nor  is  it  now 
worse  than  at  other  times,  but  perhaps  the 
sharp  competition  between  steamers  and 
sailing  vessels  makes  it  more  keenly  felt  at 
this  moment  than  ever  before.  It  must  be 
clearly  apparent  to  everyone  who  will  take 
the  trouble  to  think,  th;it  sailing  vessels  are 
now  having  a  hard  time  of  it  to  earn  even 
the  smallest  profit  for  their  owners  and  that 
rigid  economies  are  tlierefore  necessary  to 
save  even  this.  Small  freiglit  steamers  have 
absorbed  many  clas.scs  of  freight  once  e.'c- 
ciusively  carried  by  sailing  vessels,  and  are 
even  cutting  into  other  lines  in  which  the 
latter  have  been  supposed  to  enjoy  a  mon- 
opoly. The  difliculty  of  getting  good 
return  (reights  and  the  low  rates  ruling 
through  the  competition  with  steamers  and 
other  sailing  vessels,  all  contribute  tu  min- 
imize profits;  hence  the  neOessity  of  avoid 
ing  the  expense  of  idle  days  in  port  and  of 
increasing  as  far  as  possible  the  actual 
number  of  running  days  in  the  year.  It  is 
simply  a  question  of  good  business  manage- 
meiit,  in  which  officials  as  well  as  business 
men  should  have  a  warm  interest.  Noth- 
ing, therefore,  can  be  more  unjust  than  lh6 
delays  and  indilTercnce  met  with  in  this 
port.  The  port  authorities  have  no  right  to 
delay  a  vessel  one  single  unnecessary  mo- 
ment. Visits  should  be  made  prompdy, 
whicli  is  rarely  the  case,  and  permission  to 
discharge  should  follow  at  once.  The 
whole  busines.-5  should  be  accomplished  in 
a  ver)'  few  hours,  instead  of  dragging  it  out 
into  days,  as  is  usually  the  case,  if  the 
gi/ariia-mor  showed  the  same  zeal  in  tiis- 
patching  business,  as  in  searching  for  a  shil- 
ling's worth  of  contraband,  there  would  be 
fewer  causes  for  complaint. 


The  fuial  scene  in  a  tragedy   which  was 
probably  one  of  tlie  principal  turning-points 
in    the  abolition  movement  in  this  country, 
took    place    at    Peiiha    do    Rio   do  Peixe, 
S,  Paulo,  on  the  9th  ult.,  andresuiied  in  the 
acquittal  ol  the  32  persons  indicted  for  the 
assassination    of    police   dcli^^aih    Joaquim 
Kirmino    at    Penha    tlo    Rio    do  PeJxe  on 
iTth   P'ehruary  last.      The  crime  in  question 
was  committed  at  a  time  when  the  planters 
of  that  province  were  in   a  slate  of  frenzied 
excitement  over  the  wholesale  flight  of  their 
slaves  and  the  inability  of  the  authorities  lo 
check  the  movement  and    repress  the  pro- 
paganda initiated  and  directed  by  Antonio 
liento,      From    small    begimiings   early    in 
tlie   preceding  year,    the   work  of  inciting 
and  aiding  the  slaves  to  escape  bad  reached 
such   proportions  in  October  ami   Novem- 
ber that  the  slaves  were  leaving  the  planta- 
tions  e/i    masse   and    nmrching   along    the 
open  road  in  the  direction  of  Santos  and 
the  capital.     Some   two  or  three   thousand 
fugitives  were   concealed    in   the  neigiibor- 
hood  of  Santos,    huiuireds    had    i)cen    sent 
out  of  the   province,    linndreiis    had    been 
provided  with  employment  in  the  houses  of 
discreet  friends,  and  some  thousands   more 
were  kept  in  various  places  of  concealment 
in  Silo  Paulo  and  throughout  the  province. 
The  organization  of  the  movement  was  so 
complete    and    well   directed    that   no  one 
knew  where  the  next  blow  would  he  struck, 
nor  iiow    to   avert   it.     Sympathizers   were 
found  everywhere,  and  the  authorities  were 
openly  opposed  by  apparently  disinterested 
parties  in  their  efforts  to  capture  and  return 
the  fugitives.     The  sympathies  of  the  gen- 
eral   and     provincial      governmejits   .  were 
wholly  with   the  planters,  as   were  diose  of 
the    majority   of  the    police    and    military 
authorities,   but  the  movenu^it  had  grown 
too   strong   for   them    and    in    many   cases 


At  tlie  date  of  the  Penha  crime  the  stale  of 
affairs  affecting  abolition  in  S.  Paulo  had 
reached  a  critical  point.  The  abolitionists 
had  not  yet  secured  the  advantages  sought, 
though  they  had  assisted  the  escape  of 
thousands  of  slaves  and  had  thoroughly 
frightened  their  masters.  The  slaveholders 
were  in  a  state  of  extreme  agitation  and 
were  organizing  as  be,st  they  could  for  the 
protection  of  their  proper,ty.  The)'  had  the 
general  and  provincial  governments  on  their 
side,  additional  detachments  of  soldiers  had 
been  sent  to  the  province  to  aid  them,  and 
they  had  the  sympathy  of  that  large  class  tif 
moderate  men  who  were  dejirecating  the 
violence  of  the  abolitionists,  fearing  insur- 
rection, and  yet  half  sympathizing  with 
the  populai'  impulse  which  was  clamoring 
for  early  emancipation.  This  large  and 
respectable  class  was  really  wavering  between 
the  two  antagonistic  classes,  but  would 
probably  have  sided  with  the  slaveholders 
in  every  legal  and  reasonable  efiort  to  sup- 
press the  new  propaganda.  At  this  critical 
juncture  some  twenty-odd  planters  of  the 
neighborhood  of  Penha  do  Rio  do  Peixe, 
assisted  by  a  considerable  force  of  retainers 
(eapangasj,  entered  that  town  at  night, 
broke  into  th^  house  of  the  police  delegado 
Joaquim  Firmino,  who  was  openly  in  sym- 
pathy with  the  abolitionists  and  had  refused 
to  turn  slave-iiunter  for  the  planters,  and 
brutally  killed  him  before  the  eyes  of  his  wife 
and  cliildren.  The  pretext  of  the  assault  was 
a  charge  that  fugitive  slaves  were  concealed 
on  the  premises,  but  the  open  enmity  of  some 
of  the  assassins  against  their  victim,  and  the 
revolting  brutality  of  the  crime  itsell  made 
every  possible  excuse  useless.  From  that 
moment  the  fate  of  slavery  in  S.  Paulo  was 
.sealed.  'I'he  sympathies  of  moderate  men 
everywhere  were  irretrievably  lost,  and  the 
government  found  it  impossible  to  stem  the 
tide  of  popular  indignation  against  the 
authors  and  abettors  of  so  monstrous  a 
crime.  After  that  date  organized  resistance 
to  the  abolition  propaganda  almost  dis- 
appearetl  in  the  province,  voluntary  libera- 
tions increa.sed  rapidly,  and  the  end  of 
slavery  became  merely  a  question  of  a  few 
months.  How  great  an  influence  this  in- 
cident may  have  had  on  the  final  act  of 
May  131I1  no  one  may  ever  determine,  but 
that  it  helped  to  alienate  sympathy  lor  the 
slaveholdei-,  to  paralyze  official  action,  to 
increase  the  activity  of  the  abolition  societies, 
to  accelerate  voluntary  manumissions,  and 
by  these  means  to  prepare  the  way  for  the 
act  of  May  13111,  no  one  can  question. 
The  prosecution  of  the  assassins  of  Joaquim 
Firmino  was  always  a  secondary  considera- 
ation  in  die  public  mind.  No  one  ever 
believctl  lor  a  moment  that  a  conviction 
would  result,  for  no  one  has  ever  heard  ol 
a  planter  being  punished  for  a  crime  of  this 
character.  It  was  matter  lor  no  surprise 
therefore  when  the  jury  unanimously  an- 
nounced on  the  7ih  ulto.,  dial  not  one  of 
the  32  men  indicted  were  guilty  of  the 
murtier.

official. 

The  writer,  like  your  former  correspond- 
ent, cannot  understand  how  the  powers  that 
be  are  so  dilatory  in  this  matter  of  com- 
merce. One  would  think  the  credit  of 
Brazil  as  a  nation  would  not  allow  such  a 
slur  as  this  on  their  business  capacities  to 
remain  one  moment  longer.

DOM  PEDRO  AiVD  HIS  THRONE, 

Dom  Pedro  IT.,  Emperor  of  I5ra/,i!,  is  reported 
to  be  out  of  danger.  D.  Pedi'o  is  an  Emperor  a 
little  in  the  style  of  several  of  Sliakesiieare's  Dukes; 
rulers  who  weary  of  the  cares  of  state  and  the 
dijinity  and  flummery  of  high  station,  and  who 
wander  into  foreign  parts  and  leave  the  perform- 
ance of  (heir  high  duties  to  tiusly  persons.  In  the 
case  of  Shakespeare's  Dukes  the  persons  thus  left 
as  cnre-lakers  of  thrones  and  stales  do  not  always 
prove  to  be  as  trusty  as  Ihey  migiil,  Dom  Pedro 
has  been  more  fortunate  in  this  jiarlicular,  and  his 
foreign  exctirKions  have  not  been  marred  by  any 
ill  consequence.  On  llie  contrary,  several  ad- 
vantageous facts  are  related  to  them.  Tliey  have 
(liven  repose  and  recreaticm  to  a  wi.se  and  liberal 
ruler,  and  have  thus  undoubledly  lengthened  the 
clays  of  a  sovereign  in  whose  personal  welfare  his 
people  have  good  reason  to  take  a  dr;ep  interest ; 
they  have  given  experience  in  the  administration  of 
government  to  persons  upon  whom  these  obliga- 
lions  are  likely  to  fall  in  ihe  case  of  Dom  Pedro\ 
death,  and  they  have  while  doing  this  suslained 
the  confidence  of  the  country  with  the  knowledge 
ibat  as  the  Emperor,  thougli  not  practically 
upon  the  throne,  was  slill  alive,  he  would  return 
to  the  performance  of  his  duties  upon  ihe  ap- 
pearance of  any  confusion  whatever.  If  a  man 
lias,  in  fact,  had  his  hand  upon  tlie  lielm  for 
fifty  years,  and  has  all  things  in  good  workinji 
order,  perhaps  the  wisest  use  he  can  make  nf  his 
declining  years  is  in  this  very  system  of  affording 
llie  o])portuuity  for  the  training  of  his  successor. 
D.  Pedro's  daughter  governs  Brazil  with  apparently 
as  happy  a  hand  as  her  father's;  and  if  t!ie  maladies 
tiiat  came  upon  him  in  Italy  had  proved  falal  her 
office  nf  Regent  might  have  been  merged  into  that 
of  Empress  without  ihe  perception  of  a  cliange 
anywhere  in  the  world  except  m  llie  Ahnanach  de 
fJolha.  Happily,  D.  Pedro's  end  ib  not  yet.  He 
is  but  63  years  old;  yet  ihoui^h  his  recovery  from 
pleurisy  ^ipares  his  life  for  the  present,  it  was  but 
one  of  many  signs  that  he  is  noi  a  robust  man, 
He  will  not  reacli  the  age  of  the  Cermr,n  Kaiser, 
but  his  life  will  probably  be  extended  sufficiently 
to  see  Ihe  development  and  solution  of  the  one 
point  of  delicacy  in  the  question  of  the  lira/.ilian 
succession.— 77/1?

Lkgislative  Notks. 


July  s. — In  the  Senate  theie  was  no  session. 
In  Ihe  Chamber  Cearil  provincial  affairs  occupied 
some  lime,  and  the  rest  of  the  session  was  taken 
up  in  discussing  naval  afTairs,  allllougb  one  of  the 
deputies  seems  to  have  treated  of  nearly  every 
other  subject  tlian  that  supposed  to  he  in  debate, 

July  J.  — In  the  .Senate  Marques  de  Paranaguft 
and  Viriato  de  Mcdeiros  spoke  on  provincial 
questions  and  Silveira  Martins  on  llie  smuggling 
into  Rio  Grande  do  Sul;  the  senator  attacked  the 
fiscal  authorities  as  being  interested  in  the  business. 
Senator  Silveira  Martins  also  spoke  on  the  banking 
hill,  considering  Ihe  minimum  ca[>ital  mucli  too 
high;  be  also  thought  the  banks  should  be  pro- 
hibited  from  dealing  in  their  own  shares,  should 
be  obliged  to  employ  a  percentage  of  their  profits 
in  gold,  against  which  tliey  might  issue  legal  tender 
notes  and  suggested  other  modifications.  Vis- 
conde  de  Ouro  Prelo  again  clearly  explained  the 
benefils  expected  from  the  law ;  all  banks  were 
liable  to  mismanagement,  but  he  did  not  consider 
a  crisis  affected  a  country  at  large ;  it  is  a  storm 
that  clears  the  atmosphere.  Visconde  de  Pelotas 
and  llie  minister  of  war  spoke  on  the  army  bill, 
llie  latter  declaring  he  would  employ  the  press- 
gang,  if  this  became  necessary,  to  complete  the 
ranks.  In  the  Chamlier,  pruvindnl  affairs,  smug- 
gling into  Rio  Grande  flo  SliI  and  the  reported 
resignation  of  the  bishop  uf  this  diocese  led  to  a 
somewhat  disorderly  debate.  It  is  charged  that 
the  Papal  representative  has  unduly  interfered  in 
the  question  of  die  bi.slioj},  and  a  Rto  Grande 
ilepiity  appealed  to  the  officers  of  ihe  Chamber  to 
have  reported  the  Senate  bill  on  liberty  in  religion. 
The  credit  asted  for  by  ihe  the  minister  of  empire 
for  sanitary  purposes,  35o,67o$465,  finally  passed 
end  also  the  bill  providing  300,000$  to  aid  Brazil- 
ian exhibitors  at  the  Paris  exposition.  The  rest  of 
the  session  was  of  no  general  interest. 


July  ^.— In  the  Senate  Sr,  Silveira  Marlins 
made  some  remarks  on  the  evils  of  the  clergy 
assuming  too  great  influence  and  the  premier  and 
Barao  de  Cotegipe  had  a  dialogue  relative  to  the 
resignation  of  the  Archbishop  of  Bahia.  Senator 
Silveira  da  Motta,  who  has  shown  considerable 
alarm  regarding  the  banking  law,  presented  various 
amendments  to  this.  -Senator  Correia  again  op- 
posed the  scheme;  he  wants  gold  and  thinks  the 
law  would  prevent  this  seeking  our  market. 
Senator  Candido  de  Oliveira  occupied  the  vest  of 
the  session  in  discussing  army  affairs  ;  he  objects 
to  the  press-gang,  but  advocates  conscription.  In 
the  Chamber,  the  ofiicers  were  re-elected  and  the 
session  was  of  no  interest,  unless  the  violent  atlnck 
on  the  government  by  Deputy  Pedro  Luiz  may  be 
so  considered. 

July  5.— In  the  Senate  the  hanking  law  passed 
second  reading  and  was  referred  back  to  committee 
that-  the  innumerable  amendments  to  the  original 
project  might  be  organized.  CearA  provincial 
affairs  again  occupied  vaUiable  time,  and  the  rest 
of  the  session  was  supposed  to  be  devoted  to  the 
army  bill,  but  Senator  Tauiiay  availed  of  it  to 
ventilate  his  ideas  on  immigration  and  to  declare 
his  opposition  to  the  indemnity  for  ex-slave  owners. 
The  senator  made  some  few  references,  to  be  sure, 
to  the  matter  in  debate.  In  the  Chaml)er,  the 
session  was  rather  disorderly  from  the  commence- 
ment. The  first  secretary  defended  himself  in 
acrimonious  terms  against  a  cliarge  that  he  had 
forced  a  quorum,  and  a  disgraceful  scene  occurred 
between  Deputies  Rosa  and  CocUio  de  Rezende, 
which  resulted  in  adjourning  the  session  tem- 
porarily. The  budgets  of  the  department  of 
marine  finally  passed  with  sundry  amendments. 
The  minister  of  foreign  affairs  asked  for  a  credit  to 
complete  the  expenditure  with  the  Missiones 
boundary  commission,  which  reaches  268,388$456, 

July  6.~In  the  Senate,  on  motion  of  Sr.  Sil- 
veira da  Molla,  the  indemnity  to  ex-slave  owners 
project  was  ordered  to  be  placed  on  the  order  of  the 
day;  the  senator  was  decidedly  sharp  on  the 
aullior  of  the  project  and  aiqiears  desirous  of 
widening  the  breach  in  the  conservative  party.  \ 
motion  by  Senator  Belisario  for  information  as  to 
the  appointment  of  a  Treasury  official  that  he  had 
placed  on  half-pay,  produced  a  re[)ly  from  the 
]nemier  that  approache,s  very  closely  Ihe  "lie 
direcl."  'i'he  rest  of  ihe  session  was  occupied  in 
discussing  the  budget  of  the  department  of  marine. 
In  the  Chamber,  on  motion  of  Deputy  Andrade 
Figueira,  the  government  bank  ]ir(ijecl  was  declared 
urgenl,  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on  the  order  of 
llie  day  for  the  nest  week,  An  interpellation  of 
Deputy  Affonso  Celso  Jr.,  which  was  replied  to  by 
the  minister  of  foreign  affairs,  occiijiied  consider- 
able time;  referring  to  international  questions  with 
the  Kiver  Plate  republics  the  discussion  served  to 
make  patent  the  peaceal)le  dispositions  of  the 
empire.  Tiie  minister  of  justice  replied  to  the 
allack  made  by  Deputy  Mac  Dowell  yesterd.-iy  ; 
both  in  the  attack  and  the  defense  there  appears  to 
us  to  have  been  an  unnecessary  number  of  refer- 
ences to  the  Divinity,  who,  we  are  persuaded,  has 
little  intere;-it  in  Brazilian  ]iolilics. 

July  J. — In  the  Senate  the  Paris  exposition 
credit  was  opposed  by  Barao  de  Cotegipe,  Sr,  Ri- 
beiro  da  Luz,  ami  Sr.  Belisario  and  defended  by 
Visconde  de  Onro  Prelo,  who  in  advocating  Brazil's 
appearing  at  foreign"  exhibitions  referred  to  the 
victory  obtained  over  Mexican  cofTee  through  such 
"shows"  and  the  si^rvices  lent  Brazil  by  its  consul 
general  at  New  York  in  stimulating  the  Iradc  in 
goat-skins.  Senator  Avila  occupied  the  rest  of  the 
session  in  discussing  the  naval  force  bill.  Some 
liiiarily  was  produced  by  the  persistence  with 
which  Visconde  de  Oiiro  de  Preto  addressed 
Sr.  Ribeiro  da  Luz  as  "llie  noble  minister,"  and 
by  Barao  de  Cotegipe's  staling  that  "crows  and 
doves"  had  nniled  to  pass  the  exhibition  law.  No 
session  in  ihe  Chamijer, 

Jidy  9- — No  session  in  either  House. 

July  10.— In  the  Senate,  after  some  remarks  in 
opposition  from  Sr.  Silveira  Martins,  the  Paris 
exjiosition  aid  bill  ])assed  second  reading.  The 
bill  for  granting  indemnity  to  ex-slave  owners  was 
discussed  by  its  author,  Barao  de  Cotegipe,  who 
expressed  fears  lest  the  republicans,  rendered 
desperate,  might  upset  ihe  government,  considered 
the  Chamber  could  not  represent  public  opinion, 
and  although  the  intention  seemed  to  smother  the 
project,  he  would  ventilate  it  to  the  utmost  extent 
permitted  by  the  rules,  protesting  against  the 
manner  in  which  the  matter  had  been  brought 
before  the  Senate,  as  indecorous.  In  the  Chamber 
Deputy  Zama  presented  a  long  project  for  the  ex- 
tension and  perfection  of  ihe  railway  system. 
Deputy  Mac  Dowell  had  some  sour  remarks  to 
return  for  what  he  called  the  minister  of  justice's 
sentimental  speech  on  the  6lh.  Deputy  Nabuco 
energetically  opposed  the  government  project  for 
an  endorsed  issue  of  hypothecary  notes,  which  he 
thinks  will  in  no  manner  assist  agriculturists,  but 
will  redound  in  favor  of  Iheir  creditors.  If  the 
law  be  passed  it  will  be  a  death-blow  to  all  hopes 
of  saving  the  agricultural  interest.  The  committee 
on  the  vagrants  law   presented  a  favorable  report.

Jacarehy,  Sao  Paulo,  lor  a  colony.  It  will  of 
course  be  baptized  with  a  minister's  name.

— Telegrams  received  here  on  the  lllli  slalothal 
Ihe  Treasury  agent  (collector)  at  Ponte  Nova, 
Minas  Geraes,  had  abanUonud  his  post,  and  that 
there  is  a  considerable  deficit  in  his  accounts. 

—Our  enterprising  colleagues  of  the  Sao  Paid o 
Dniriii  Mcrcanlil\\wG  again  changed  the  style  of 
lille,  discarding  the  ugly  type  used  for  a  simpler 
and  much  prettier  letter. 

— The  June  receipts  of  the  Sanlos  custom  Imiisc 
amounled  to  790,3321818,  and  of  the  iih-zn  dc 
rendas  loS.S/g^Soo  of  which  9/,723$5C2  were  from 
the  provincial  export  duties  on  coffee. 

— The  June  receipts  of  Rio  Grande  custom  bouse 
were  88,878.$745,  against  I73,865$603  in  the  same 
month  ol  last  year.  The  mna  de  rmdas  receipts 
in   the  same       ^iilh  were  34,798^937. 

—Tlie  June  receipts  of  the  S.  Paulo  postofBce 
were  i2,i28if62o  for  liie  ca))it.al  and  3o,86o$934  for 
llie  rest  of  tlie  province,  against  io,rio7$630  and 
2  7,o55$6io  respeclively  in  the  correspoiuling 
month  of  last  year. 

—;V  joint-slock  company  is  being  organized  in 
Minas  Geraes,  under  the  designation  of  "Compa- 
paniiia  I'astoril  Miiieira,"  for  two  great  cattle  fairs 
uiiiler  a  provincial  concession,  'flic  capilal  is 
fixed  al  1,000,000$. 

—A  new  coilon  factory  is  to  be  cstablislied  on 
the  Kibeirao  plantation,  near  liaependy,  Minas 
Geraes.  The  edifices,  machinery,  etc.,  are  estim- 
ated to  cost  213,000$,  and  a  company  is  being 
organiiied  for  the  enterprise. 

— .'V  Jaguaifio,  Kio  Grande  do  Sul,  journal  ol  the 
271I1  ulto.  stales  that  laborers,  in  digging  the 
foundations  for  a  building  there,  discovered  a 
quantity  of  mercury,  and  not  in  cinnabar  either. 
The  glolniles  were  scattered  through  the  earlh. 

—A  Rio  de  Janeiro  provincial  journal  on  the  7th 
charges  the  sub-delegale  of  police  at  S.  Joao  do 
Principe  with  arresting  his  ex-slaves  for  refusing  to 
work  for  him,  they  alleging  ihey  can  get  no  pay. 
The  jmirnal  says  tlic  ficedmen  arc  sent  to  the  chief 
of  police  as  recruits. 

—The  recent  election  in  the  gih  ilislrict  of  Rio 
do  Janeiro,  to  fill  the  vacancy  from  that  district  in 
the  Chamber  of  l^eputies,  resulled  in  the  election 
of  the  government  candidate,  Sr.  Candido  Drnm- 
mond,  an  anti-indemnity  conservative.  The  re- 
publican candidate  obtained  a  large  vote. 

— A  Pelotas,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  journal  of  the 
19th  states  that  ibe  corpse  of  a  poet,  Lobo  da 
Costa,  had  been  lound  in  a  ditch,  and  almost 
covered  with  mud.  Tlie  poet's  death  is  said  to 
have  resulted  from  congehUion.  Poets  do  better  in 
the  Rua  do  Ouvidor  than  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 

— Tlie  Oiiro  Preto,  Minas  Geraes,  people  deserve 
llic  cake.  The  vice-president  ol  the  province  was 
made  a  barao  the  olher  day,  and  the  usual  man- 
ifestation was  made  him.  According  to  a  local 
colleague  the  "manifesters"  were  regaled  with  a 
"lirilliant  glass  of  water"  !   Fancy  their  disgust  ! 

— 'i'he  Joinal  do  Comnmcio  of  the  I2th  mentions 
a  rumor  that  the  Santos  harljor  improvements 
contract  had  been  awarded  to  Jose  Piuto  de 
Oliveira.  The  Dtario  McrcatUU  says  this  is  the 
most  onerous  of  the  six  presented,  and  lilerally 
takes  both  hide  and  hair  off  the  merchant  and 
planter. 


— An  epidemic  of  small-pox  is  raging  at  Manaos, 
Amazon  as. 

—The  May  receipts  ol  the  Maranhiio  custom 
house  were  i82,883$r4g. 

— The  June  receipts  of  the  Victoria  custom  house 
were  20,oi9l|)l23,  and  of  the  mmi  dc  rendas  14,- 
949  $63 1. 

—In  h;s])irlto-Sauto  a  credit  of  44i$900  has  been 
opened  by  the  president  of  the  province  for  ex- 
penses incurred  in  June  with  the  treatment  of 
persons  attacked  by  whooping  cough  in  a  place 
called  Conde  d'Eu.  There  is  something  decidedly 
paternal  about  all  this, 

—The  committee  in  charge  of  the  abolition 
festivities  in  Santos  has  undertaken  to  solve  a 
question  with  the  gas  company  of  that  city,  in 
regard  to  the  bill  for  illuminating  the  streets,  by 
depositing  in  the  municipal  treasury  about  one- 
third  the  amount,  which  the  committee  figures  out 
byilselfto  be  sufficient.  It  looks  like  a  very  con- 
venient way  to  pay  one's  bills, 

—The  Diario,  of  Rio  Claro,  S.  Paulo,  says  that 
the  merchants  of  that  place  have  "struck"  against 
paying  llie  municipal  taxes  due  this  inoiitli,  because 
the  municipal  council  has  not  obliged  certain 
]ilaiilers  (o  pay  the  capitation  tax  to  which  they  are 
subject.  This  looks  like  another  attack  upon  the 
"poor  planter,"  who  cannot  even  be  excused  from 
paying  his  insignificant  tax  for  the  support  of  the 
govcrnmuiU  ! 

—The  slale  of  ]Hiblic  inslruclion  in  Minas  Geraes 
is  anything  liiil  salisfactory.  The  president  'if  the 
province,  in  his  last  n'latorio,  cslimates  the  school 
populaliim  al  300,000,  for  which  only  1,649  teachers 
lire  provided.  The  actual  malricnialion  the  past 
year  was  only  43,397,  and  the  allendance  24,937. 
(July  one  in  ten  therefore  is  receiving  regular 
inslruclion.  II  ihe  jirovince  would  spend  some  of 
the  money  on  schools  which  it  is  throwing  away  in 
.subsidies,  this  shameful  stale  of  affairs  might  soon 
be  changed. 

— Local  papers  give  very  unsatisfactory  accounts 
from  Rio  Grande  do  Sul,  where  snuggling  appears 
to  he  on  llic  increase.  On  the  19th  June  the  tolal 
receipts  at  llic  custom  house  were  only  a  trifle  over 
400$  and  the  employes  had  nothing  to  do — which 
ihey  usually  ilo  extremely  well.  The  merchants  of 
the  province  have  "struck"  and  declare  they  will 
pay  no  duties  until  the  government  extends  some 
prolcclion  to  their  interests  against  those  of  the 
smugglers.  The  business  is  scandalous,  of  long 
standing  and  requires  a  prompt  solution. 


Railroad    Notes 


— The  March  receipts  of  Ihe  Rio  Grande  and 
Bagc  railway  amounted  to  58,657$o20. 

— The  cost  ol  the  Mogyana  branch  from  Jaguara 
to  Uberaba,  loi  kilometres  long,  is  eslimaled  at 
1,971,615^100. 

— The  June  traffic  receipts  of  ihc  Leo|)ohlina  rail- 
way were  314,313^790,  of  which  S3.375$9io  from 
passengers  and  I94,6i9.'f;920  from  goods.  The  ex- 
penses are  not  given. 

—The  Sao  Paulo  and  Rio  line  lias  been  author- 
ized to  substitute  .steel  for  its  iron  rails,  cliarging 
llie  same  to  working  expenses,  but  at  a  cost  not 
cjiceeding  50,000$  eacli  half  year. 

—The  May  receipts  of  the  Panlisla  company 
were  2O5,562$03O,  and  expenditures  ro5,457$28o, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  ioo,i04$75o.  This  raises  the 
surplus  since  January  1st  to  639,2ii$O30, 

— On  the  3rd  inst,  a  credit  for  400,000$  ivas 
opened  for  the  extension  of  the  Eaturil^,  Ceara, 
railway.  When  Providence  refuses  rain  to  Ceara, 
the  authorities  sulislitute  this  by  "promises  to  pay," 

— The  trafiic  receipts  of  the  Raluriie,  Cear.a,  "ov- 
crnment  railway  in  1S87  were  3I5.839$S66  anil 
expenses  were  295,935$895,  leaving  a  balance  of 
I9.903$97l.  The  inhabitants  of  Ceara  are  crying 
out  for  the  extension  of  the  road. 

— The  minister  of  agriculture  has  sent  to  liic 
minister  of  finance  the  jiapers  required  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  ex-lreasnrer  of  the  Recife  and 
S.  Francisco  extension,  who  appears  to  have  been 
a  little  inixeil  in  his  accounts. 

—On  the  6lh  inst.  the  minister  of  agriculture 
appointed  Drs.  Silva  CoiUinlio  ami  Ewbaiik  da 
Camara,  engineers,  and  Oliveira  Castro,  president 
of  the  "Associagao  Commercial"  [Exchange]  to 
report  what  reductions  and  reforms  might  he 
secured  by  a  change  in  railway  tariff  rates!  The 
minister  appears,  finally,  to  have  recognized  the 
fact  we  have  so  frequently  pointed  oul,  that  rales 
are  excessive  on  the  greater  pari  of  staples  seeking 
transportation  on  Brazilian  railways. 

—Deputy  Zama's  railway  project  read  in  the 
Chamber  on  the  lotb  proposes  to  extend  the 
D.  Pedro  II  line  to  navigable  waters  of  the  S. 
Francisco;  to  extend  tlie  Sobral  and  Baiuril^ 
[Ceara]  railways  as  far  as  may  be  necessary  to 
lessen  the  effects  of  the  i^eriodical  droughts  in  the 
province;  for  the  extension  of  the  Bahia  Central 
and  the  constructicin  of  branches  ;  the  extension  of 
the  Timli6  branch  to  a  convenient  point  in  Sergipe 
and  to  connect  the  railway  system  ol  the  nnrtiiern 
provinces  as  proposed  by  engineer  Coutinho.  The 
government  will  guaranlee  6  per  cent,  interest  on 
not  over  25,000$  |)er  kilometre  on  all  these  ex- 
tensions, except  the  D.  Pedro  II,  Sobral  and 
BalurilO  wdiicli  will  remain  state  railways.

Coffee   Notes 


—The  Ceaid  coires|)Oii(!ent  of  tlie  yoriutl  do 
Comineicio  snj'M  llie  Lnliiiit^  railway  Irniisported 
in  1S87  3,218,076  kilos,  or  about  536,000  bags  of 
colTee. 

'  — ;We  Iiear  tlinl  flie  ex-minister  of  finance,  Sen- 
ator Belisario,  lias  lieeii  fortunate  ennugli  lo 
harvest  all  Iiis  eoflee  crop,  and  that  this;  fact  lins 
not  before  occurred  so  early  in  (lie  season.  How 
was  the  coii  harvested  if  all  the  Ireedmen  arc 
running  away? 

—Recent  advices  cstimale  the  18S8-89  colTec 
crop  for  Santos  at  not  ovi;r  2,500,000  bags,  A 
considerable  rcihiction  is  made,  based  upon  a  state, 
ment  that  many  of  the  ])lantalions  had  not  been 
kept  clean  of  weeds,  and  in  con.sequence  a  con- 
sidetahle  quantity  of  coffee  will  be  lost. 

— Receipts  [cofTec]  for  the  crop  year  were  :  first 
six  months,  955,224  imps  and  latter  half  955,213  , 
total  1,910,437  hafjs.  The  stocks  in  the  interior 
we  estimated  at  80,000  baj^'s,  justifying  the  estimate 
we  gave  !ast  year.  As  to  the  present  —  1888-89  — 
crop  our  advices  ii])  to  ilie  ]>rescnt  confirm  tile 
estimate  we  gave  in  January  last,  viz:  5,000,000 
bafjs.  —  Jormil  do  Comme7fio,  irtli  July. 

—Tiic  exporters  of  Santos  were  considerably 
surprised  on  the  2nd  inst.  by  having  a  surtax  of 
10  %  levied  on  them  when  presenting  their  dis- 
palciies  of  coffee  for  exportation.  'I'he  last  pro- 
vincial assembly,  it  would  seem,  resolved  in  the 
1S88-89  budget  to  continue  the  surtaxes  established 
by  a  law  of  1884,  but  it  attracted  little  allention 
aniont;  business  meuj  and  ib''  cnlleclion  of  the 
tax  tlierefore  tool;  most  of  lliem  by  surprise.  As 
their  computations  did  not  include  tins  item,  the 
coffee  dispatched  that  day  will  cost  more  than  an- 
ticipated. 

—The  A'/o  Dofc,  a  paper  published  at  Ponte 
Nova,  Minas  Geraes,  has  the  lolluwing  to  say  about 
collee  and  labor:— "iiy  what  we  are  told,  not  only 
are  all  the  freedmeu  of  the  y;olden  law  settled  at 
work,  but  also  a  great  number  o(  free  laborers  who 
have  come  in  .search  of  emjiloymcnt,  and  at  the 
present  moment  the  harvest  of  r.cflee  is  nearly  over 
and  that  of  sufjar  is  beginning,  not  only  in  the 
central  nsine.s  where  in  each  one  ol  them  is  to  be 
found  a  furce  exceeding  150  persons,  but  also  cm 
all  other  sugar  estates.  The  abundant  crop  of 
coffee,  tile  favorable  result  wliicli  is  expected  from 
the  sugar  crop,  the  hopefvd  prospect  from  the 
cultivation  of  cereals,  warrant  ihe  l)eliel  that  the 
.slate  of  affairs  in  our  mmiiciiiality  is  sufficiently 
animating  and  thai  there  is  no  reason  for  fearing 
the  appearance  of  discouragement  among  pro- 
prietors in  view  that  all  have  known  how  to 
organize  paid  labor  lor  tlie  development  of  their 
industries.  "

The  minister  of  agriculture  in  his 
relalorio  gives  the  number  of  regislcred  slaves 
previous  to  abolition  at  723,419,  about  ecjually 
divided  as  lo  sex.  Of  this  army  ol  slaves,  no  less 
than  632,210  were  registered  as  unmarried  1 

—Our  enterprising  colleague  0  P,xiz  issued  a 
special  supplement  on  ihe  gth  iiiit.  in  honor  o( 
the  Argentine  Republic,  ihe  ediiion  being  issued 
simultaneously  in  this  cily  and  Itucnos  Aires.  It 
contained  well  written  articles  by  Bocayuva, 
Nabuco  and  others  on  Argentine  topics.  The 
Fiiiz,  which  did  not  unite  with  a  part  of  the  cily 
press  ill  sending  a  special  commission  to  the  River, 
appears  to  have  scored  a  decided  victory  in  its  own 
way,  as  the  special  ediiion  attracted  much  attention 
and  praise. 


— The  ymnal  estimates  the  number  of  im. 
migrant  arrivals  at  this  port  and  Santos  during  the 
last  half  year  at  50,000. 

— A  local  pnjjer  says  that  tlie  imperial  party 
spent  400,000 /?'r^  in  Milan  during  the  Em|icior's 
enforced  stay  there.  It  comes  dear  for  a  crowned 
bead  to  fall  ill  in  Italy. 

— 'I'he  Bi'azilian  Derby,  grand  jiriKC  16,000$, 
was  run  on  llie  81I1.  The  attendance  is  said  t<> 
have  been  very  large,  but  the  favorite  did  not  win. 
Satan  was  the  e<me|ueror  and  his  backers  received 
l62:f;7oo  for  each  10$  they  invested. 

— It  is  most  satislactoiy  to  record  thai  the 
"Athletes  of  the  Future"  [Alhkfas  do  Poivii)  of 
Cachoeira,  in  the  province  o(  Ceard,  have  endmsed 
the  abolition  law.  We  feared  they  would  iiol,  but 
find  our  mistrust  was  ill-placed. 

—The  smuggling  question  in  Rio  Grande  do 
Sill  is  the  natural  result  of  the  protective  diilies 
that  Brazil  is  levying.  High  duties  offer  a  pre- 
mium to  smugglers,  and  consumers  are  not  likely 
lo  be  scpieamish  as  10  Ihe  "whence"  of  goods,  if 
the  ]}rice  suits. 

— 'I'he  minister  of  marine  has  found  it  necessary 
to  prohibit  any  one  except  naval  officers  from 
wearing  the  "dolman,"  The  prohibition  ouylil  to 
be  quite  unnecessary,  unless  some  gallant  civilian 
wishes  to  secure  the  customary  Immunities  in  the 
|iroseculion  of  some  risky  intrigue^ 

— The  republicans  of  Sao  Paulo  are  hohling 
[jublic  meeliiigs  in  various  cities  and  towns,  ami 
several  of  the  best  speakers  of  thai  parly  aie 
travelling  about  the  province  delivering  pnliiical 
addresses.  There  is  great  enthusiasm  in  repiililican 
circles,  and  confidence  is  ex|nessed  tlial  they  will 
carry  the  next  election  h>r  senator.  — 

— An  individual  went  in  among  those  licensed 
gambler's  "shanties"  on  the  Campo  Sant'.Anna, 
created  for  the  glory  and  ]nofit  of  the  established 
church,  on  the  5tb  inst.,  and  ventured  to  inolest 
against  the  shameful  exce.'^ses  of  the  place.  The 
result  was  a  severe  beating,  with  cuts  and  bruises 
enough  to  let  him  know  how  dangerous  il  is  lo 
preach  against  vice  in  this  gay  city. 

— It  would  appear  from  our  foreign  exchanges 
that  ihe  lexl  of  Minister  Piado's  draft  for  a  gov- 
ernment emanci|ialion  bill,  coiilaining  a  clausn  for 
obliging  the  (reedmen  to  remain  on  the  planlaiio)is 
iwa  years,  was  sent  lo  ihe  Brazilian  legaiinns  in 
luirope  and  the  United  Stales  as  an  indicaliim  of 
llie  legislative  aeliou  about  to  be  taken,  The 
Washington  legation  gave  this  as 'the  law  on  reiieipl 
ol  cable  news  of  the   passage  of  an  aboliticni  act, 

— It  is  interesting  to  note  how  circumslnuces 
sometimes  alter  cases.  When  liariio  de  Coicgipe 
was  prime  minister  ami  the  Senate  voted  against 
him,  he  went  to  tlie  Chamber  for  a  vote  of  con- 
fidence,  slating  that  ibis  body  was  the  direct 
repiesenlativc  of  iiublic  opinion.  Now  Ihat  his 
position  IS  changed  and  the  Chamber  is  no  longer 
friendly  to  him,  be  Cfuisiders  that  liody  can  imt 
represent  public  opinion.  Now,  who  is  righi  ; 
Cotegipe  in  power,  or  Cotegipe  in  opposition  ? 

— We  see  Ironi  Senator  Affimso  Celso's  speech 
in  the  Senate  on  the  7tb  that  although  rich  and 
influential  Americans  bad  endeavored  In  stimulate 
Ihe  cnmpelilion  of  Mexico  in  the  coffee  markels  ol 
the  United  St.ales,  this  bad  been  delealed  by  Amer- 
ican industrial  expositions,  notably  in  New  York, 
where  Ihe  superiority  of  Brai-.d  codec  was  manifest. 
This  is  all  news  to  us,  we  confess,  [or  we  have 
si'eii  no  reference  lo  the  mailer  in  any  of  our 
American  exchanges.  To  save  errors  we  may  as 
well  add  that  Sr,  Affonso  Celso  is  now  known  as 
Visconde  de  Ouro  Prelo, 

—If  llie  government  is  going  to  chise  up  the 
custom  house  every  time  somebody  wants  to  cel- 
ebrate, or  fire  off  a  sky  rocket,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  shippers  and  ship  owners  to  execute  special 
charter  parties  for  this  p(u't.  Complimentary 
celebrations  are  all  right  in  themselves  but  neces- 
sary business  must  be  carried  on  all  the  same.  It 
is  sheer  injustice  to  conqicl  a  Norwegian  slii|>- 
owucr  lo  lose  a  day  in  discharging,  or  an  English 
inercbant  a  day's  demurrage,  just  because  Brazil 
wishes  to  compliment  the  Argenline  Republic  by 
observing  an  Argenline  national  holiday.  We 
have  bad  quite  enough  foolishness  of  that  sort  for 
one  year. 

—A  curious  controversy  has  arisen  in  thejournal. 
Stic  world  of  this  city  over  the  resignation  of  the 
well-known  writer  Carlos  lie  Laet  from  the  stalTof 
the  Jormi!  do  Comiwrao.  It  a|.pears  that  the 
managing  editor  declined  lo  publish  aceriain  article 
handed  in  by  his  sul)()rdiiiate,  whereupon  the  latter 
took  offence  and  sent  in  his  resigiiatiou.  The 
general  opinion  of  our  colleagues  appears  to  he 
against  the  managing  editor,  and,  in  our  opinion, 
unjustly  so.  No  pajier  can  he  successfully  man. 
aged  unless  the  cditor-in-cliief  has  full  and  un- 
questioned authority  over  his  subordinates,  to 
accept,  revise  or  reject  all  articles  submitted  for 
puldication.  And  the  subordinate  editor  who  re- 
signs in  n  huff  because  his  cliiel  declines  lo  accept 
an  article,  does  a  very  silly  thing  ? 

— We  sincerely  trust  that  the  minister  of  agri- 
culture lias  good  reasons  for  his  refusal  to  turn 
over  tiie  I\[aiigue  canal'  and  aiijacenl  grounds, 
fjctwccn  the  S.  Sebastiao  school  and  Rua  do  Vis. 
conde  de  Sapucaby,  lo  Morris  N,  Kohn  for  a  salt 
water  bathing  establisiimenl.  To  i)e  sure  there  is 
not  much  salt  water  in  the  canal  just  now,  while 
there  is  a  pretty  good  mixture  ol  sewage,  gas- 
works refuse,  dead  cats  and  dogs,  and  other 
nialerial  suitable  for  bathing  purposes  only  when 
liirned  into  soap;  but  then  we  have  unlimited  faith 
in  Morris'  ability  to  transform  the  Mangue  canal 
into  piiything  he  likes.  We  do  not  tloubt  lie 
could  even  make  it  smell  sweet,  and,  given  a  fair 
chance,  we  are  sure  he  could  induce  an  alderman 
to  take  a  "header"  in  among  the  dead  cats  and 
dogs  in  the  firm  belie!  that  it  must  be  purest  and 
freshest  o(  salt  w.iter. 


—On  the  Sth  a  workman  in  a  fire.works  manu- 
factory tliought  he  could  combine  the  pleasures  of 
smoking  with  Ihe  labor  of  sifting  gunpowder.  He 
is  likely  lo  die, 

—'I'he  Jornal  of  the  5th  says  that  the  recent 
judiciary  reform  will  increase  the  amount  required 
by  ihe  deparlment  of  justice  to  the  lune  of  843,- 
o2i$322.  Even  rejecting  the  2i.'t!322  the  sum  is 
considerable,  but  the_/«/Kriin/tf/i;/a,  you  know, 

—A  committee  lorined  of  the  presidents  and 
managers  of  our  banks,  native  and  foreign,  and 
various  other  influential  persons,  has  been  formed 
lo  organize  the  festival  to  be  held  upon  the  arrival 
of  the  Emperor  next  month. 

—The  cily  gas  bill,  exclusive  of  the  Chambers' 
and  the  nmiiicipality'a  private  production,  was 
292.337$I55  iit  Ihe  first  half  of  1887  and  332,- 
4S3$lf^9  foi'  'I'e  same  period  this  year.  The 
nundier  of  lamps  was  6,502  and  8,853  respectively. 

—  On  the  5tb  a  man  was  found  in  the  Cajii 
cemetery,  who  declared  he  had  taken  strychnine 
with  suicidal  jiroposes.  Tiie  inference  is  that  his 
wish  was  to  save  the  expense  of  a  hearse,  lait  the 
ilose  of  poison  was  unfortunately  not  sufficient  to 
kill  the  i<liot, 

—Arbitration  seems  lo  be  expensive.  The 
yonialoi  the  3rd  inst.  says  that  the  Chilian  govern- 
ment had  paid  $507,888.59  to  the  arbitration 
commiltee,  of  which  the  representatives  ol  Brazil 
had  received  $88,282.48.  Chili  might  just  as  well 
have  declared  war  at  once, 

—Occupied  by  other  duties,  we  completely  over- 
looked the  manifestation  made  to  Sr.  Gary,  the 
street-cleaning  contractor,  by  his  employees  on  the 
2nd.  The  jonial  however  gives  so  lucid  an 
account  of  the  festa  that  at  this  late  day  we  can 
do  no  bettler  tliaii  refer  our  readers  thereto. 

— Advices  published  in  the  local  press  from 
various  points  in  the  province  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
stale  that  the  freedmen  are  threatening  lo  abandon 
the  planialions  of  such  ex-slave  owners  as  are 
organizing  republican  clubs.  The  freedmen  are 
quite  right  in  resisting  a  silly  and  pernicious  idea. 

— On  the  2211(1  ulto.  the  minister  of  agriculture 
informed  himself,  as  minister  for  foreign  afTairs, 
that  there  was  no  objection  in  furnishing  the 
Urilisb  legalion  with  cerlain  papers  relating  to  the 
rancelling  of  the  Minas  Central  railway  concession. 
What  absurdities  red-lape  produces! 

— Sr.  Cesario  Alvim  has  "handed  in  his  checks," 
He  has  been  six  times  included  in  the  list  of  sen- 
ators from  Minas,  and  now  publishes  his  intention 
of  trying  no  more  for  a  life  seat  in  the  legislature. 
Men  from  Minas  Geraes  are  not  as  persistent  as 
natives  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  as  Senator  Pereira  da 
Silva  can  witness. 

—A  second  cable  dispatch  to  the  eflect  that 
I'atli  refuses  to  come  to  Kio  has  now  been  received. 
There  are  plenty  of  alternatives  for  us,  however, 
for  we  have  Carlo's  and  Ainato's  circuses  and  the 
orchcsira  of  young  ladies  at  the  Caf6  d'Armada  — 
all  doing  wonders  to  entertain  the  public  and  drive 
dull  care  away. 

—The  judge  of  one  of  our  commercial  courts  has 
delivered  a  project  for  the  reform  of  the  bankrupt 
jaw  to  the  minister  of  justice.  The  object  sought 
is  to  simplify  the  process  and  reduce  expenses. 
As  this  will  hardly  suit  either  lawyers,  who  must 
live,  or  bankrupts,  who  have  availed  ol  the  high 
costs  to  force  compromises  on  tlieir  creditors,  the 
pinject  is  likely  to  meet  with  some  opposition. 

—The  lightning  has  begun  at  last  to  play  about 
the  devoted  heads  of  onr  colleagues,  and  three 
victims  are  already  recorded.  The  proprietor  of 
0  Paiz.  Visconde  deS,  Salvador  de  Maltosinhos 
(hetter  known,  perhaps,  as  Jiiao  JosiS  dos  Reis  jr. ) 
has  been  made  a  "dignitary"  of  the  Order  of  the 
Rose,  and  Henrique  Chaves,  of  Ihe  Gazeia  de 
Kolkm,  and  Fernando  Mendes  rie  Almeida,  ol 
Ihe  Diarwde  Noiidas,  have  been  made  "officials" 
in  ihe  same  order, 

—The  bran  new  meteorological  deparlment, 
which  is  said  to  open  at  10  a,  m,  and  clo.se  at  3 
p,m,,  Sundays  and  holidays  not  included,  has  at 
last  stirrerl  up  a  furious  ihuiider-slorin— in  a  tea- 
pot. The  original  storm  was  apparently  a  .small 
one,  but  nolliing  compared  to  the  storm  now  raging 
over  Dr.  Cruls'  unfortunate  meddling  with  ilie 
bumptious  weather  ])rophet  of  the  marine  arsenal 
If  we  may  venture  to  ask  a  plain  question— Who 
owns  these  thunder-storms,  anyhow  ?— those  aw^j-V/^ 
the  tea-pot,  wc  mean. 

—An  outrageous  affair  was  discovered  by  the 
imlice  on  the  7tb.  A  man,  only  22  years  old,  had 
seduced  two  girls  of  17  and  locked  them  m.  in  a 
room  in  an  cslalagnn  in  the  Rua  dos  Andradas 
without  food,  or  furniture.  The  rascal  tried  to 
brave  out  the  accusation  but  finally  confessed  and 
from  iiapers  found  on  him  the  two  girls  do 'not 
appear  to  have  been  bis  only  victims.  One  of  his 
prisoners  gave  birth  to  acliild  in  the  filthy  luile 
where  she  was  found  by  llie  police.  If  this  villain 
IS  not  sent  to  heriiando  <le  Noronha,  lie  should  be 
lynched, 

—We  see  by  a  special  telegram  from  Sr.  Fer- 
nando Mendes  de  Almeida  to  the  Diaiio  dt  No- 
tidas  on  the  4lh  inst.  that  the  illustrious  ioiirnalist 
at  a  breakfast  in  Montevideo  that  morninL'  hid 
toasied  "  ihe  independence  day  of  the  Uniied 
Slates  the  country  of  Franklin,  Ihe  inventor  [sic) 
of  electricity.  At  first  thought  it  is  a  little  slart- 
ling  lobcar  I'lanklin  described  , as  the  "inventor" 
of  electiicily,^  but  oerliaps  the  occasion  warrants  a 
hit  e  exhilaration  ofterms.  The  message  concludes 
with  the  announcement  that  the  two  commissions 
hnd  had  their  photographs  taken,  from  which  we 
shall  be  beller  able  to  understand  how  it  was  that 
hranklm  tnventc.l  clectricily,  Jefferson  liberty,  and 
Lolunums  the  western  continenl. 


— We  have  seen  in  some  of  our  American 
exchanges  that  a  lady  in  the  United  States,  Miss 
Caldwell,  had  contributed  $300,000  toward  founding 
a  Roman  Catholic  univer,sity  at  Washington  atui  was 
to  receive  n  golden  rose  from  the  Pope.  The 
Princess  Regent  is  also  to  receive  one,  so  the  gold 
rose-lree  has  blossomed  freely  since  1868,  when  it 
is  slated  the  last  one  was  presented  to  Oueen 
Isabel  of  Spain. 

—We  have  received  a  request  from  the  municipal 
council  lo  call  allenlion  lo  the  project  of  Cnm- 
niendador  Navarro  de  Andrade  for  a  "nalionnl 
offering"  to  Drs.  Charcot,  Giovanni  and  Semmola 
for  their  services  to  Ihe  Emperor  during  his  recent 
illness  at  Milan,  which  we  take  much  pleasure  in 
doing.  It  is  proposed  to  present  these  gentlemen 
with  Ihe  jewels  of  the  orders  recently  conferred 
upon  them  by  the  Princess  Regent,  and  it  is  desired 
to  have  the  funds  for  this  purpose  contributed  by 
people  from  nil  parts  of  Ibe  empire,  We  have  no 
doubt  that  an  offering  of  tins  character  will  be 
deeply  gratifying  to  the  eminent  physicians  in 
question,  and  more  so  —  if  we  may  he  allowed  the 
suggestion —  if  the  subscriptions  be  limited  ex- 
clusively to  Brazilians,  so  that  it  may  be  a  "  brinde 
nadonaV  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name.
